—Chief British Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman Sir George 
Young said today the Lon- 
don Suez Conference 
would be held as schedul- 
ed despit® Soviet proposals 
to delay and enlarge the 


talks. 

Young said Her Majesty’s 
Government was studying the 
Russian reply to a Big-Three in. 
vitation to attend the 24-nation 
parley on Aug. 16. 


The spokesman said “the Rus- 
sian reply is being considered 
but it contains statements which 
do not hang together and with 
which we are not in agreement.”

The spokesman disclosed that 
Britain received before mid- 
night yesterday a note from 
the Soviets and then a copy of 
a statement that was issued to 
all embassies in Moscow. 

The spokesman emphasized 
that the Government’s study of 
the note and the statement was 
being done “integrally.” 

He said he did not know 
whether Britain would reply to 
the note or statement. He 
underscored the fact that Brit- 
ain is consulting fully with the 
United States and France on the 
Soviet reply. 

The spokesman, implying that 
the Foreign Office is still not 
sure of Russia’s precise mean- 
ing, said “everybody has posi- 
tively accepted except Russia, 
Egypt and Greece.” 

The spokesman declined to 
elaborate on the reference to 
the Russian reply not hanging 
together, but it was assumed he 
was referring to the inconsisten- 
cies already noted in the pub- 
lished statement. 

Informed quarters said the 
Foreign Office spokesman was 
undoubtedly referring to incon- 
sistencies in the reply such as 
the following: 

Russia’s holier-than-thou at- 
titude about referring the Suez 
problem to the United Nations 
while at the same time Moscow 
is proposing a conference of 46 
nations, with 22 countries which 
would be almost entirely friends 
of Russia’s own picking.

PARIS, Aug. 10—The Soviet 
counterproposal regarding the 
international conference on the 
Suez Canal is expected to drive 
Britain and France into a fair- 
ly difficult position. 

It was generally expected 
that the Soviet Union would 
make such a counterproposal 
simultaneously with its accept- 
ance of the invitation to the 
London parley. However, in- 
ternational circumstances have 
undergone a_ considerable 
change during the past two 
weeks following Egyptian Pres- 
ident Gamal Abdel Nasser’s dec- 
laration on the nationalization 
of the Suez Canal. 


It has become gradually evi- 
dent that the attitude of Asian 
and Arab nations east of the 
canal is by no means favorable 
for the British and French 
policy. The Soviet Union took 
this into full account.

OSLO, Aug. 10 (AP)—The 
Norwegian Foreign Office an- 
nounced last night that Foreign 
Minister Halvard Lange will 
lead the Norwegian delegation 
to the international Suez Canal 
Conference in London Aug. 16. 
In a note delivered to British 
Ambassador Peter Scarlett, the 
Norwegian Government stress- 
ed the necessity of the Suez Ca- 
nal being free and open for 
ships of all nations but that a 
solution by peaceful means 
must be sought. 


Menzies Blasts Egypt 


LONDON, Aug. 10 (AFP)— 
Australian Prime Minister Ro- 
bert G. Menzies stated today in 
London after his arrivcl by 
plane from New York that 
Egypt's nationalization of the 
Suez Canal was “wrong in every 
conceivable way.” Menzies add- 
ed that the Egyptian measure 
“must be resisted.” 


Own Policy 
Handcuffs 
Socialists 


The Socialist Party will have 
to accept whatever peace treaty 
Foreign’ Minister Shigemitsu 
may sign with the Russians 
since the party has long been 
advocating early conclusion of 
a Japan-Soviet bilateral peace 
treaty, observers said yesterday. 


At the time of the unification 
of the Rightist-and-Leftist Social- 


ist parties last year, leaders of¢ 


the unified party hammered out 
the policy of their own which 
called for: 1) Termination of 
the present state of war with 
Russia. 2) Restoration of diplo- 
matic relations between the two 
countries. 

The policy, above all, cailed 
for early conclusion of a peace 
treaty. 

Regarding the insular posses- 
sions in dispute, the Socialists 
then demanded the return of the 
Habomai and Shikotan islands 
as well as the Kurile Islands 
and South Sakhalin so that 
Japan could likewise ask the 
U.S. to return the Okinawa and 
Bonin Islands. 


The observers said that soon 
after the opening of the Mos- 
cow talks the Socialists found it 
difficult and unwise to stick to 
this policy in view of the strong 
and uncompromising stand 
taken by the Russians.

Now a majority of party mem- 
bers believe that the party 
should set aside its original 
stand toward the peace, negotia- 
tions and face the situation re- 
alistically. 

They agree among themselves 
that they will not reject the 
peace treaty which may be sign- 
ed by Shigemitsuy unless it is 
heavily disadvantageous to 
Japan. 

Some of the partymen, how- 
ever, are determined to raise a 
fuss if the treaty signed contains 
clauses which will force Japan

KARUIZAWA, Aug: 10— The 
meeting of eight top Gov- 
ernment and Liberal-Democra- 
tic leaders held at Prime Min- 


} ister Hatoyama’s villa in this 


summer resort tonight officially 
took up the problem of prepar- 
ing Hatoyama’s successor dur- 
ing the course of discussing 
measures to. strengthen the 
party unity, 

No concrete conclusion Was 
reached at today’s meeting, but 
it was agreed that this problem 
will be discussed now and then 
whenever necessary among the 
top Government and Liberal. 
Democratic leaders. This means 
that Hatoyama’s retirement has 
come to be discussed as a Mmat- 
ter of fact. 


As regards the reshuffle of the 

Cabinet members and the party 
executives, proposed by Agricul- 
ture-Forestry . Minister Ichiro 
Kono, which constituted the mo- 
tive for holding the Karuizawa 
meeting, the eight leaders con- 
firmed that this problem will be 
studied after the result of the 
current Moscow peace talks is 
known. 

The meeting was attended by 
Hatoyama, Kono, International 
Trade and Industry Minister 
Tanzan Ishibashi, and Chief 
Cabinet Secretary Ryutaro Ne- 
moto, representing the Govern- 
ment, and _ Secretay-General 
Nobusuke Kishi, Chairman Mi- 
tsujiro Ishii of the Executive 
Board, Bamboku Ohno, * and 
Takeo Miki from the party. 

Hatovyama told the meeting 
that he has no attachment to 
power. He said, “I will retire 
anv time as soon as my suc- 
cessor is decided.” 

Hatoyama further said that it 
is not proper for himself to no- 
minate the successor, and re- 
quested those present to decide 
the successor amicably among 
them. 

The Prime Minister also re- 
quested other leaders to main- 
tain the people’s confidence 
| placed in the conservative forces 
by studying carefully the poli- 
cies to be taken by the party. 

Kishi told the meeting that 
the problem of Hatoyama’s re- 
tirement and the Russo-Japa- 
nese peace talks should be set- 
tled as soon as possible by 
strengthening the unity of the 
Government and the party. 

Kono explained that his pro- 
gram of reorganizing the Cabi- 
net was not intended for pro- 
longing the terms of the Hato- 
yama Cabinet. 


He said that his plan was a 
steyv toward deciding Hato- 
vama’s successor, 


Kono further said that it is 
his true intention to take joint 
responsibility with Hatovama 
by reorganizing the Cabinet, 
and to put in it a person whe 


can become Hatoyama’s succes- 
sor. 
However, Kishi, Ishii and 


Miki criticized the Kono plan, 
and said it is not desirable to 
do such a thing while the Mos- 


| cow talks are still going on, 


After the meeting, those pres- 
ent unanimously said the fact 
that the problem of Hatoyama’s 
retirement has been officialiy 
taken up has served to strength- 


en the party unity in the future,

Shoriki’s remarks ve- 
called a statement by Dr. Mar- 
vin Fox, chairman of the Reat- 
tcr Department of the Brook- 
haven National Laboratory in 
the U.S. when he was in Tokyo 
in June, He said then that 
he thought of the Asian Atomic 
Energy Center in terms of a 
plural form that is not neces- 
sarily restricted to one locali- 
ty. 

Today's ground-breaking cere- 
mony marked the commence- 
ment of the large construction 
work on buildings to house 
Japan's atomic energy center on 
a 900-acre compound in this’ vil. 
lage. 

The institute, when complet-

“They simply said the islands’ 
future was settled by the war, 
that they had occupied them 
and now the islands belonged 
to them.” 

Shigemitsu looked tired and 
distressed.

Shigemitsu’s tired optimism, 
however, was not _ reflected 
among his top aides. Sources 
close to the Foreign Minister 
said: 

“This was our last chance. We 
have no hope out winning back 
those islands now.” 

The peace talks were in re- 
cess today. A plenary session 
scheduled for this morning was 
postponed to make time for 
Shigemitsu's Kremlin visit. 

Asked if the plenary sessions 
would be continued, Shigemitsu 
shook his head wearily, and 
said, “perhaps.”

Nasser’s summons to all able- 
bodied men between the ages of 
18 and 50 was his answer to 
Eden's declaration Wednesday 
night that Britain “could never 
accept” Egypt's nationalization 
of the Canal. 


4. Syria’s Premier and For- 
eign Minister came to Iraq on 
a round of visits to Middle 
Eastern capitals designed to 
unite the Arab states behind 
Egypt. They were scheduled to 
fiy later to Jordan and Saudi 
Arabia. 

The British troop airlift to 
Mediterranean bases, scheduled 
to start today, was postponed 
for’24 hours; some reports said 
the giant airlift had been put 
off indefinitely,

Company, not the United States, 
Britain or any other country, 
was actually injured by Egypt's 
nationalization of the Canal.

ARCHIE G. CAMERON 


SYDNEY, Aug. 10 (AP)— 
Archie Galbraith Cameron, 
Speaker of the Australian 


House of Representatives since 
1950, died yesterday in Royal 
Prince Alfred Hospital after a 
long illness from a lung com- 
plaint. Cameron, 61, was one 
of the British Commonwealth’s 
most colorful political figures, 
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future development and _ the 
handling of financial affairs.

Facilities 
For Tourists 


‘Still Poor. 


Foreign sight-seers, visiting 
Japan in increasing numbers, 
are still sharply critical of Ja- 
pan’s tourist facilities despite’ 
the nation’s continued efforts 
toward becoming “the Switzer- 
land of the Orient.” 


According to the Internation- 
al Tourist Association’s recent 
Survey of opinions of foreign 
Visitors, Japan’s rail, road and 
Ship facilities as well as hotels 
and resting places are still .wide 
Open to complaint. 


Road conditions—Japan’s most 
glaringly weak point in respect 
to sight-seeing—are termed so 
poor as to cause not a few for- 
eign tourists to change their 
itinerary. Roads in almost all 
of the leading scenic spots are 
inadequate. 


As to railway service, even 
Special tourist carriages on the 
Japanese National Railway lines 
which were formerly Imperial 
traveling cars have come un- 
der criticism. Complaints are 
made because of their lack of 
baggage and-steward compart- 
ments, inadequate reclining 
seats and narrow aisles. 


Buses are also found too 
cramped and _ small-windowed 
due to overhead baggage racks. 
Rates to hire cars are found too 
high. Coastal and lake ships 
lack ‘adequate ventilation and 
dining facilities as well as good 
toilets, and showers, 


The almost complete, absence 
of inexpensive motels or simi- 
lar resting places, the keyless 
rooms in high-class Japanese 
style hotels and the poorly 
trained Japanese hotel maids 
are among other subjects of 
complaint.

year’s orchestral history, 


Just 12 months ago there 
literally descended from the 
skies (via prosaic airplanes) the 
renowned “Symphony of the 
Air.” Even without the baton 
of the great Toscanini, this 
emsemble brought to Japan a 
sample of symphonic playing at 
its most vital and forceful level, 

Great Contrast 


s a contrast in power, but 
with s of finesse, came the 
Stuttgart! Chamber Orchestra, 


which brought some of the most 
sensitive performances this 
mortal has ever heard. Barely 
had these guests departed, than 
Japan could welcome the 
Vienna Philharmonic Orchestra 
and receive a direct transmis- 
sion from the very heartland of 


jaits musical form,” 


A month or so later, America 
sent us again one of its fine 
ensembles, this time the Les 
Angeles Philharmonic. And as 
a steady background for these 
visitors, we had the dependable 
performances of the steadily de- 
veloping local orchestras,. vith 
the NHK Symphony once more 
under the leadership of Joseph 
Rosenstock, 


What, then, can a newly or- 
ganized ensemble have to offer 
after such mature and mellow 
groups, who have climbed the 
fullest heights of their respec- 
tive aims?

Dyes for Shrimp Identification 

WASHINGTON—The Fish and 
Wildlife Service reports that 
biologists of the Institute of Ma- 
rine Science of the University 
of Texas have discovered a safe 
and simple dye for identifying 
shrimp. /The dyes enter inta a 
shrimp’s body by hypodermic 
needle or through food. The 
dyes color only the shrimp’s 
head, not the edible portions. 
Experiments have progressed to 
the stage where it may be possi- 
ble next year to catch and dye 
shrimp in quantity and release 
them, 


New Poultry Feed 


Agriculture Department poul- 
try scientists report that new 
feed experiments  protiuced 
three-pound broiler chickens in 
less than eight weeks on less 
than five pounds of feed. The 
Department says in prewar years 
it took 12 weeks and 12 pourids 
of feed to raise a three-pound 
broiler, The feed used in the 
test is not yet commercially 
practical, the Department says, 
but “it gives a clear indication 
of things to come.” The improv-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10 (AP) 
—World consumption of natural 
rubber ran well ahead of pro- 
duction during the first six 
months of 1956 and stocks de- 
clined, the U.S. Department of 
Commerce said yesterday. 

It reported production of 852,- 
500 tons, as against consumption 
of 947,500 tons, This compared 
with 875,000 and 942,506 tons 
respectively, in the same period 
of 1955. i 

The Department said world 
natural’ rubber production in 
June was. 145,000 long tons, as 
compared with 165,000 tons in 
June a year ago. June con- 
sumption was estimated at 155,- 
000 tons in 1956 and _ 160,000 
tons in 1955. 

“World stocks of natural rub- 
ber at the end of June, 1956 
were estimated at 795,000 tons, 
consisting of 240,000 tons in pro- 
ducing areas, 372,500 tons in 
consuming area (excluding Rus- 
sian and Chinese stocks and 
government stocks in the United 
States -and the United King- 
donr), and 182,500 tons afloat,” 
the-report said. 

Stotks were down 80,000 tons 
from Dec. 31, 1955, it said. 

The report also noted a sharp 
upturn in rubber shipments 
into Russia and China. 

Synthetic rubber production 
in June, 1956, excluding Iron 
Curtain countries, was estimated 
at 97,500 tons, as against con- 
sumption of 87,500 tons. Janu- 
ary-June production totaled 615,- 
000 tons and consumption, 567,-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10—Ef- 
forts will be renewed at the 
next session of Congress to 
enact legislation to aid foreign 
producers whose films are ex- 


hibited in the United States, it 
was announced today by Eric 
Johnston, president of the Mo- 
tion Picture Export Association 
of America. 


He referred to a bill, sponsor- 
ed by the MPEAA, to exempt 
foreign producers of motion 
pictures exhibited here from 
the present law requiring a 20 
per cent withholding tax from 
nonresident aliens and foreign 
corporations earning income in 
the United States. 


The bill was before the Ways 
and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives but 
action on it was delayed be- 
cause of Administration policy 
to postpone general tax change 
until next year. The authors 
of the legislation will call it up 
for passage when Congress re- 
assembles in January. 


Although U.S. producers are 
not subject to the tax John- 
ston said the American indus- 
try was strongly in favor of the 
exemption because of “our 
basic opposition to measures 
that impede the free flow of 
films around the world.”

U.S. Authorizes 
Scrap to Japan 


The United States has de- 
cided .to authorize Japanese 
requests for an additional im- 
port of U.S. scrap iron, ac- 
cording to an unofficial re- 
port reaching the Ministry of 
International Trade and [Inh- 
dustry from the Japanese 
Embassy in Washington yes- 
terday, Kyodo reports. Ear- 
lier, the Japanese Govern- 
ment had requested U.S. ap- 
proval for an additional im- 
port by Japan of 540,000 tons 
of scrap iron to manufacture 
900,000 tons more steel ingot 
and 800,000 tons more rolled 
steel over original plans. 
Iron and steel circles said if 
the U.S. authorizes Japan's 
additional import, it will 
mean removing the biggest 
impediment to the Govern- 
ment’s increased iron and 
steel production project.

In contest with the shipbuild- 
ing: fever among the world’s 
shipowners and to foster Japan's 
competitive potential on the 
éa, the Transportatiori Minis- 
try and the Japan Shipowners 
_Association have begun to plan 
restoration of the nation’s ocean- 
going vessels to the highest level 
of the prewar days. 

Shipbuilding circles indicated 
that the nation’s shipping ton- 
nage will reach four million gross 
tons with conpletion of the 
Government’s 12th shipbuilding 
program this year. 

The building of 550,000 to 600,- 
000 gross tons of ocean-going 
vessels in. fiscal 1957-58 was 
agreed upon. It was also decid- 
ed that the ships to be built 
should include some 300,000 
gross tons of -vessels slated to 
be turned out under the 13th 
shipbuilding plan. 

The Transportation Ministry 
expects to increase the tonnage 
to 6,500,000 tons by the end of 
fiscal 1960 by constructing more 
ships under the Government’s 
projected 13th, 14th, 15th and 
16th shipbuilding programs. 
Meanwhile, the shipping ex- 
port boom, shipbuilding circles 
indicated, was such that Japan 
received during fiscal 1955 for- 
eign orders for construction of 
$540 million (2,230,000 tons) 
worth of ships. 

Shipbuilding contracts have 
since been on a steady increase 
until they have reached some 3 
million gross tons, including 
those for domestic use, up to 
date.

Productivity — 
Last Year

The Labor Ministry announc-

What's Ahead for Japan’s Highways? 


Toll Road Agency Butt of Bitter Charges From Public 


Citizens of Kamakura, the fa- 
mous summer resort, woke up 
one summer morning to find 
themselves living in a costlier 
town. 

As of July 1 the new toll high- 
way running through the city 
along the coast went into oper- 
ation. Now anyone driving 
through the  three-and-a-half- 
mile motor road must pay ¥50 
at the toll gate. A trip across 
the town costs a motor-scooter 
man ¥10. And buses carrying 
bathers to and from the scenic 
beach are charged ¥150 for each 
trip. 

Outcries of complaint were 
promptly raised by both citizens 
and travelers because’ the 
stretch of new highway is not 
paralleled by another road. 

The culprit in this seeming 
outrage is the Japan Highway 
Public Corporation, a govern- 
ment road-building agency in- 
augurated last April. It is the 
administrator of the disputed 
Shonan Road, as well as more 
than a dozen other toll roads in 
Japan, 

The complainers pointed out 


that the JHPC violated the Spe- 


cial Measures Law for Road Im- 
provement in collecting tolls for 
the particular highway in Kana- 
According to 
the law, the public corporation 
cannot charge toll on a highway 
unless it has a parallel route. 


But some local residents 
even threatened refusal of 
payment, and one irate in- 


dividual suggested filing a suit 
against the JHPC and fighting 
it out to the Supreme Court on 
a charge of violation of the 
Constitution. : 

JHPC Side of Story 


~The JHPC side of the story, 
however, is this: 

In July 1952, the Kanagawa 
Prefectural Assembly decided 
to improve the Grade 2 Na- 
tional Highway which runs 
along the Shonan beach from 
Katase, Fujisawa City, to Zushi 


through Kamakura, with a 
¥215,000,000 loan from _ the 
central government. The cost 


was to be redeemed by 1969, it 
was agreed, with tolls collected 
from users of the road.

And in April, t JHPC 

went into operation. ; 
Thus on June 25, the Kanaga- 

wa prefectural legislature voted 


to hand the then completed 3.6- 
mile section of the Shonan 
Road to the JHPC. The 
transfer was effected on June 
28 and the road administrator 
announced on June 29 collection 
of tolls to begin on July 1. 

JHPC Officials, therefore, point 
out that they did not act unlaw- 
fully. Since the _ prefectural 
legislature had agreed to pay 
back the state-loaned cost of 
building the road by collecting 
tolis, the JHPC anticipated no 
objection from lower local au- 
thorities. 


Not Enough Time 


The only unfortunate thing 
about the situation, they admit- 
ted, is that the time lag between 
their taking over and commence- 
ment of toll collection was too 
brief. What was needed, per- 
haps, the officials feel, is a better 
information campaign to fami- 
liarize the public with the new 
setup before putting the toll 
road into operation, - j 

On the charge of illegality, 
the JHPC maintains that the 
provision about-the need of a 
parallel route for a toll road is 
qualified by the phrase “in prin- 
ciple,” and therefore, it is not 
an absolute che * racer :

these roads, one-half of them is 
wooden anc cannot be used by 
heavy trucks

the percentage of paved roads 
to the total road mileage in 
Japan is woefally small.

Oil and the Suez Crisi

NEW YORK—The crisis caus- 
ed by Egyptian seizure ‘of the 
Suez Canal has business and 
financial leaders throughout the 
Free World holding their breath 
and their heads, 

The concern centers on the 
oil in the Middle East which in 
1955. supplied 90 per cent of 
western Europe’s needs and ac- 
counted for more than 21 per 
cent of total world supply. 


Three equally important ques- 
tions are being raised: 

1. In the event Egypt retains 
control of the Canal, even if 
she permits unrestricted pas- 
sage, will other Middle Eastern 
states be inspired to nationalize 
Western properties or wrest 
higher royalties? 

2. If the rich Middle East 
oilfields are cut off, can the Free 
World. meet its needs from 
othe; supplies? 

3. If such alternative sup- 
plies are found, can the econo- 
mies of the dollar-shy western 
European powers adapt to the 
change? . : 

U.S. oil interests and inves- 
tors are focusing on the prob- 
lem because of the \multi-billion 
dollar stake involved. Officiai 
Washington must coheider not 
only this, but the economic and 
politica} effect on friendly Euro- 
pean powers should the Middle 
Eastern oil flow be halted. 

The oil output of the Arab 
states has expanded rapidly 
since World War II. Just before 
the conflict,: the area produced 
only 113 million barrels annual- 
ly, representing six per cent of 
world supply, while the’ US, 
output of 1,257 million barrels 
was equal to 64 per cent of glo- 
bal production, 

Last year, with Middle East 
output 10 times greater, the U.S, 
production for the first time in 
history was less than half the 
world supply. 

It is generally agreed that 
domestic output can readily fill 
all the U.S. oil needs. But the 
European. allies have been de- 
pendent on the Middle East, 

About 60 per cent of western 
European needs—roughly, 1,500,- 
000 barrels daily—are shipped 
through the Suez Canal. Another 
900,000 barrels a day are pump. 
ed from Persian Gulf oilfields 
westwards to the Mediterranean, 
In each case, the pipeline starts 
in one Arab state and passes 
through at least one other—any 
of which could interrupt the 
flow. 

Even now, Lebanon has slap- 
ped retroactive taxes on forejen- 
owned refining and pineline 
facilities. , 

Can growing European needs 
be met from elsewhere? 

There is some question among 
experts, but even the doubters 
think that expansion of current- 
ly-restricted U.S. production, 
and Canadian, Venezuelan and 
Indonesian output would fj] 
most of the current demand. 

If this became necessary, a 
financial burden would be im- 
posed on Italy, France and 
Great Britain whose dollar re. 
serves have been 
throughout the postwar period. 

Already. American companies

are accepting 40 per cent of 
their payment in local currency 
on Middle Eastern shipments. 

As’'a temporary measure, the 
U.S. could step in to help pay 
for the dollar oil flow. But at 
best this would be a limited 


_step. 


If the Suez crisis is confined 
to a shutdown of the canal an- 
other problem would arise. 


With the world tanker fleet al- 


ready fully employed, the long 
trip around the Cape of Good 
Hope would reduce the amount 
of oil that could be carried, 


The oil problem is likely to 
become more important, even 
if the current tension is eased. 

A study by the Chase Man- 
hattan Bank of New ‘York esti- 
mates that world demand for 
oil in 1965 will be 71 per cent 
greater than last year. In the 
4ecade, U.S. production is. ex- 
pected to rise 32 per cert, that 
of other Western powers YO per 
cent and that in the Middle East 
156 per cent. 

Also, the Middle East now has 
two-thirds of the known world 
oil reserves. 

This presents a potential prob- 
lem 4yntil permanent Middle 
East peace is assured.

The architecture a layout 
of the theater including the 
stage and “hanamichi” are ex- 
plained in detail. As the sound 
of wood ciappers signa's the 
raising of the curtain, the stage 
setting is explained. . As an ac- 
tor appears, his character, 
makeup, hair style and costume 
are fully described. Every move- 
ment on the stage is foilowed, 
and the music is explained. 

As the plot develops, the 
background of the sentiments 
of the characters on stage are 
told so that the readers may 
fully appreciate what is hap- 
pening. _ 

In fact readers may feel as 
though they are actually in the 
theater and witnessing a wond- 
erful play actéd out by famous 
Kabuki actors. It is a novel 
way to bring foreign readers 
who have never been inside any 
Kabuki theater to intimate ac- 
quaintance with a Kabuki play. 

In Chapter II, The Esthetics 
of Kabuki are explained. “It 
was, indeed, a drama by the 
people, for the people, and of 
the people. It provided them 
with a dream, a vision, as well 
as knowledge acquired visually. 
The Kabuki, therefore, is free, 
vulgar, and even picturesque.” 

Chapter III describes Kabuki 
plays, mentioning their types, 
and famous playwrights. Chap- 
ter IV deals with actors and 
how plays are produced on the 
stage. In Chapter V, the posi- 
tion of the Kabuki in con- 
temporary Japan is discussed, 
and Chapter VI tells the part 
of Kabuki in the cultural his- 
tory of Japan. In the final 
chapter, the influence of the 
Kabuki on Western .stages is 
discussed. 

The book is illustrated with 
many excellent photographs. 
However, written as it is by 
four authors in Japanese, and 
then translated into English, 
there are thus-not only many 
repetitions, but some parts are 
written in the first person 
singular and readers may find 
it. confusing sometimes. 

Of the Kabuki music, gidayu 
is well explained, but nothing 
is said about tokiwazu, kiyo- 
moto, nagauta and other forms 
of narrative music used in Ka- 
buki. The dance also forms a 
very important part of Kabuki, 
but little is said about it. 

The book has many good fea- 
tures, and if properly edited and 
translated, it would have prov- 
ed an excellent handbook on 
Kabuki.

WASHINGTON—The _ inside 
story of Harold Stassen’s abor- 
tive effort to start a “dump- 
Nixon” movement is so very 
strange and so richly comic 
that it deserves to be told in 
full. and in detail.

SCENE I: The grand organ- 
izer of the drive to renominate 
Vice-President Nixon, Repubii- 
can National Chairman Len 
Hall, telephones Nixon’s ob- 
vious strongest potential - rival, 
Massachusetts Gov.

says he wants Herter to put 
Nixon’s name in nomination 
for the Vice-Presidency, and 
intimates that President Eisen- 
hower shares this wish. Herter, 
who is perhaps not quite sure 
about the second part of Hall's 
statement, says that he is not 
averse to the idea, but would 
like to think it over and talk 
about it with the President

SCENE II: On Friday a week 
ago, the greatest. edger-into- 
other-people’s _political-pictures 
in: recent American history, 
Harold Stassen, drops in to see 
the President, and tells him 
that he thinks an Eisenhower- 
Herter ticket would be a lot 
stronger than an Eisenhower- 
Nixon ticket. The President 
presumably answers “ummm, 
ummm,” | 


(What the President in fact 
answered is the only part of 
the story that is still mys- 
terious. But he must have 
made some sort of misleading- 
ly noncommittal noise, unless 
Harold Stassen also deserves 
the title of our history’s great- 
est political day-dreamer.) 


SCENE III: Stassen then tele- 
phones Gov. Herter, to an- 
nounce that he has broached 


the idea of an Eisenhower-Her- * 


ter ticket to the President. The 
President’s response, declares 
Stassen, was. decidedly — en- 
couraging. . Gov. Herter also 
answers “ummm, ummm.” He 
still wants to see the President 
face-to-face, and make plans. to 
come to Washington for that 
purpose immediately after the 
President’s return from  Pa- 
nama. : 
SCENE IV: Edger-in Stassen 
holds his now-celebrated press 
conference, proposing the dump- 
ing of Dick Nixon in favor of 
Chris Herter. Total consterna- 
tion enspes, both at the White 
House and at the Republican 
National Committee. 
> > > 
The President’s Panama trip 
*has been planned, by the very 
best Madison Ave. experts, as a 
splendid exhibition of a_Presi- 
dent glowing with health in his 
great role as peace-maker. The 
President himself, by admitting 
that he feels lousy in Panama, 
has.caused one part of the Madi- 
son Ave. plan to “gang agley.” 
And now here is Stassen, not 
only going after Nixon, but. 
seizing the precious spotlight at 
the very moment when the dam- 
age already done in Panama 
ought to be undone by banner 


headlines announcing the suc- 


cess of the President’s mission. 

SCENE V: The news of.the 
Stassen press conference finally 
catches up with Gov. Herter on 
the golf course. As soon a: he 
can get to a telephone, he calls 
the President’s Chief of Staff, 
Sherman Adams. Herter relates 
what has already passed be- 
tween him and Stassen, explains 
that he had no warning what- 
ever of the great edger-in’s in- 
tentions, and ask what the devil 
he ought to do naw. More than 
one conversation is ‘needed for 
Adams and Herter to decide 
that Herter must now agree to 
become Nixon’s chief nomina- 
tor. 

SCENE VI: Herter then tele- 
phones Lgn Hall, to disclose that 
he has now made up his mind 
to grant Hall’s earlier request 
without further delay. The 
overjoyed Hall agrees with Her- 
ter on the plan for successive 


statements — an announcement 
by himself that Herter will 
place Nixon’s name before the 
San Francisco convention, and 
a subsequent, confirmatory 
statement by Herter. Hall also 
suggests that Herter ought to 
break the glorious news [0 
Nixon in person and immediate- 
ly. Herter then calls Nixon, 
who is, not unnaturally, even 
more overjoyed than his great 
and goed friend Len. 
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That was the real end of the 
comedy, although Harold Stas- 
sen has been playing a sort of 
obstinate epilogue, telling every- 
‘one who will listen that he has 
unnamed but powerful co-con- 
spirators, boasting of uniden- 
tified but, fervent support for 
his proposal, and so on and so 
on. If he had wanted to do 
everything possible to insure 
Vice-President Nixon’s re-nom- 
ination, he could haye found no 
better way. 

Herter, meanwhile, has _ han- 
dled his difficult position of the 
man-in-the-middle with © con- 
spicuous good sense, Last spring, 
he sent word to the. Presi- 
dent that he did not want to 
run again for Governor of 
Massachusetts, but hoped to re- 
turn to service in the LEisen- 
hower administration on: the 
foreign affairs front. Vice-Presi- 
dent Nixon was the chosen mes- 
senger, and Nixon was also ask- 
ed to persuade the President not 
to press Herter to make an- 
other campaign for the Gov- 
ernorship. After this episode, 
Herter se~ms more than -ever 
likely to get what he reaHy 
wants after the election is ©vef.
